Questions and Answers (Q&As) 


These Q&As explain how we protect your privacy especially when you use our Premier League Primary 
Stars Website (the Website). 


If you are over 13 please keep reading! In some cases, you may also want to discuss these with your 
parent/guardian.

Please read through the questions below. 


1. Who are you? 


We are the Premier League Charitable Fund. You will know the Premier League. We are an independent 
charity who uses the appeal of the Premier League to create positive and healthy sporting, health and 
education outcomes for children, young people and the wider community. One of the ways we do this is 
through Premier League Primary Stars. We control the Website. We make sure they are run properly and 
do not break the law. 


We are a Controller. That means that we are responsible for deciding how we use the Personal Data that 
we collect about you and for making sure thot it is used in a way that complies with Data Protection Laws. 


2. What is Personal Data? 


This is any information from which you can be identified. That means things like your name and where you 
live. It could also include other things like your photograph or social media username. 


3. Whot kind of Personal Data do you collect about me? 


We collect and use different types of Personal Data depending on how you use our Website and how we 
interact with you. 


You do not have to register to just use the Website. If you want to use additional Premier League Primary 
Stars resources such as activities, films and assemblies then you may have to register. When you register 
we collect your first name and surname. 
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Even if you do not register, we may collect your personal data through the Website if you choose to send us 
things, for example, if you enter a competition. You should never tell us private things about you or your family. 


When you use the Website some information about what you are doing and your computer/device is 
collected automatically, like the pages you look at and for how long. We also use small pieces of data 
called cookies. They are often used to remember useful information, such as your login details, and can 
help you use the Website. We do not try and tell who you are from this information. 


If you go to Premier League Primary Stars events, we may collect your personal data when we film or 
photograph those events. If you post on social media, we may also collect additional information about 


you like your social media username.

4. How do you collect my Personal Data? 


Most of the time, we collect Personal Data from you directly - for example, when you register for an 
account on the Website. 


Sometimes, we receive your Personal Data from other organisations. Most of the time, this is from the 
Premier League, your Local Club Community Organisation or the Education Company Limited. 


We also collect some information automatically about your computer/device.

5. How do you use my Personal Data? 
We only use your Personal Data if we are allowed to by law. In particular, we will use your Personal Data: 
e To provide access to the Website, as well as other services that we offer to you (which we call 
the Services) in an effective, efficient and accurate way, including as necessary for testing, 


maintenance, support, reporting and hosting of data; 


e Torun events and competitions which you can attend and provide resources, including Home 
Learning Resources, for you to use.; and 


Usually we collect your Personal Data on a voluntary basis, because you asked us or agreed to us 
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collecting and using your Personal Data to provide the Services. However, please note that if you decline 
to provide certain mandatory Personal Data, you may not be able to access certain Services and we 
may be unable to fully respond to any questions that you send to us.

6. Do you give my Personal Data to anyone else? 


We need to give your Personal Data to other people who help us provide the Website [and Social Media] 
so that they can provide services to us or to you on our behalf (like delivering newsletters) or where you 
have agreed or asked that we do so (like when you enter a joint competition). We might also need to share 
your Personal Data publicly via the media, Social Media, or on the Website (like when you have shared a 
comment on social media or if you have won a competition). We are still in control of that data. 


Where you allow us to, we also give your Personal Data to Local Club Community Organisations, your 
favourite Clubs and our Commercial Partners. They control that data. 


We may have to give your Personal Data to other people if the law says we have to.

7. Do you send my Personal Data to other countries? 
We are in the UK and we will usually only keep your Personal Data in this country. 
However, sometimes we might have to send your Personal Data to other countries.

8. Howdo you keep my Personal Data safe? 


We put in place security measures to protect your Personal Data from being accidentally lost or used 
without permission. 


For example, we use encryption so that your Personal Data cannot be accessed in an unauthorised way. 
We also ask you to use a password to access your Premier League Primary Stars account. You must keep 
this password secret (you can tell it to your parent/guardian if you want but you shouldn't tell 
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it to anyone else).

9. How long do you keep my Personal Data? 


We will only keep your Personal Data for as long as we need to do the things above. This is a maximum 
of three years. 


If you register and we find out that you are in fact under 13, we may delete your account and your 
information immediately.

10. What can I do about my Personal Data? 

The law says that you can do things, or ask us to do things, about your Personal Data. For example, you can: 
e Ask us to explain what Personal Data we have collected about you and ask for a copy of it; 
e Ask us to stop sending information to you; 
e Ask us to make changes to your Personal Data if it is wrong; 


e In some circumstances, ask us to stop using your Personal Data, to limit certain uses of your 
Personal Data or to delete all your Personal Data; and 


e —Insome circumstances, if you have given Consent, take back that Consent. 


You also have the right at any time to complain about us to the person who protects your privacy rights in 
the UK, the Information Commissioner's Office https://ico.org.uk.

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11. Can I delete my Personal Data? 


You can permanently delete your Premier League Primary Stars account and your Personal Data at 
any time. You can do this by following the steps in your account. We also explain how to do this in our full 
privacy policy. If you log back into your account during the 21-day period the account will be reactivated.
